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TWO  SUSPECT  COINS  OF  STEPHEN

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  record  two  outstanding  examples  of  what  must  be 
the  most  difficult  of  numismatic  deception  to  detect.  I  refer  to  the  alteration  of  the 
inscriptions  (and  sometimes  the  busts)  on  genuine  coins  of  their  period  by  tooling.  One 
of  these  is  a  coin  of  the  very  rare  Type  7  with  a  heavily  tooled  obverse  and  the  other  is  a 
coin  of  Type  1  with  the  reverse  ingeniously  re-cut  with  a  minimum  of  alteration  to 
give  a  fictitious  reading  and  one  which  has  remained  unquestioned  for  well  over  one 
hundred  years.  The  two  coins  are  dealt  with  here  in  that  order  (see  plate  42). 

Writing  in  Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular  Vol.  lxxiv  No.  9  ( September  1966)  under 
the  title  of  “A  Suspicious  Looking  Penny  of  Stephen  Type  VIF’  I  drew  attention  to  a 
coin  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  with  a  heavily  tooled  obverse  die  (Fig.  “A”)  which  although 
skilfully  done  gave  the  portrait  such  a  totally  uncharacteristic  appearance  that  a  first 
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impression  could  only  be  to  regard  the  coin  as  false.  However,  in  that  article  I  gave  my 
reasons  for  thinking  it  to  be  a  genuine  coin  of  the  very  rare  moneyer  Ace  (undoubtedly 
the  Acelin  of  Stephen  Type  1)  hitherto  unrecorded  in  Type  7  but  already  known  with 
the  shortened  form  of  the  name  in  Type  2  (i.e.  B.M.C.  146).  My  reasons  for  that 
assumption  were  twofold,  namely  (1)  I  found  it  impossible  to  fault  the  workmanship 
of  the  reverse  die  or  to  doubt  the  reading  which  was  quite  distinctly  +ace:  on:  s: 
edmu  :  and  (2)  more  significantly,  I  could  not  believe  that  whoever  was  responsible  for 
the  tooling  of  the  obverse  could  possibly  have  invented  the  name  of  a  moneyer  whose 
existence  was  unknown  until  at  least  100  years  after  the  obverse  was  re-cut. 

The  name  Acelin,  as  it  occurs  in  Type  I  (B.M.C.  No.  3)  or  its  variant  Ace  as  in 
Type  2  (B.M.C.  No.  146),  was  unknown  to  numismatists  before  the  publication  of 
B.M.C.  (“Norman  Kings”)  in  1916. 

Prior  to  then  the  name  in  Type  1  had  been  read  as  Abelin  and  the  mint  was 
thought  to  be  Canterbury  (see  footnote  B.M.C.  p.  358).  Fortunately  I  am  now  enabled 
to  prove  that  my  coin  is  in  fact  genuine  and  for  this  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr. 
Frank  Purvey  for  having  brought  to  my  notice  the  coin  which  is  Fig.  “B”  and  which 
was  comprised  in  a  collection  recently  bought  by  his  firm  in  the  United  States  in 
which  this  wras  the  only  example  of  the  type.  The  coin,  with  its  typical  Type  7  style  of 
obverse,  is  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  my  coin  and  that  is  all  which  is  necessary  to 
prove  the  authenticity  of  the  latter.  In  all  probability,  however,  it  is  actually  a  die 
duplicate  but  it  is  impossible  to  be  sure  of  this  owing  to  the  extent  of  the  tooling  of  the 
obv.  die  of  my  coin.  In  my  article  in  Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular  I  drew  attention  to 
what  is,  I  feel  sure,  another  instance  of  the  work  of  the  same  mischievous  hand  viz.  a 
“Tealby”  type  penny  of  Bust  “A”  to  which  a  beard  and  a  lock  of  hair  have  been  added 
and  other  instances  of  the  tooling  of  “Tealby”  type  obv.  dies  are  known.  Olfhand  I 
know  of  only  one  other  example  of  the  tooling  of  a  Stephen  Type  7  die  and  that  is  the 
coin  of  Norwich  which  was  Lot  996  in  the  Drabble  sale  of  13th  December  1943.  This 
is  described  in  the  Catalogue  as  having  the  obverse  legend  “somewhat  improved  by 
tooling”. 

It  is,  however,  my  second  example,  the  coin  of  Stephen  Type  1,  which  reveals  by 
far  the  more  important  discovery  of  the  two  and  which,  if  done  by  the  same  hand  as 
that  which  produced  the  Type  7,  must  represent  the  supreme  achievement  of  that 
skilful  operator,  I  refer  to  the  unique  coin  catalogued  as  Bedford  which  is  No.  1  in 
B.M.C.  (“Norman  Kings”)  acquired  by  the  B.M.  in  1909  ex  Rashleigh  486  and  which 
as  it  now  transpires,  is  not  Bedford  at  all,  (Fig.  “C”).  It  is  a  die  duplicate  of  a  coin 
which  I  acquired  in  1972  (Fig.  “D”)  and  which  I  presented  to  the  British  Museum 
having  satisfied  myself  that  it  is  in  fact  a  die  duplicate  of  the  unique  “Bedford” 
B.M.C.  No.  1.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  coin,  which  is  pierced  and  roughly  repaired, 

reads  rodb(e)t:  o - and  that  B.M.C.  No.  1  has  been  ingeniously  re-cut  so  chat  it 

reads - ronbetfo.  I  have  always  regarded  this  reading  with  suspicion  for  two 

reasons  viz.  (1)  the  presence  of  a  “t”  in  the  mint  name  and  (2)  the  absence  of  the  colon 
either  before  or  after  the  “on”. 

When  reading  our  joint  paper  on  the  Prestwich  Hoard  to  the  British  Numismatic 
Society  in  October  last  year  Miss  Archibald  referred  to  the  important  discovery  of 
this  die  link  and  showed  a  slide  of  the  two  coins.  The  reason  for  this  was  that  although 
Bedford  now  has  to  be  deleted  as  a  Type  1  mint  on  the  strength  of  B.M.C.  No.  1  there 
was  in  fact  one  unique  coin  of  the  mint  in  the  hoard  which  was  also  shown  on  the 
screen  and  which  proves  Bedford  to  have  been  a  Type  1  mint  despite  the  amoval  of 
B.M.C.  No.  1.  However,  that  coin  is  of  irregular  style  and  it  has  the  possibly  unique 
feature  of  the  obv.  legend  starting  at  12  o’clock.  It  must  be  questionable  whether  it  is 
from  official  dies.  The  name  of  the  moneyer  is  not  fully  legible  but  is  presumably 
Willem  and  the  reading  is  -fwiL - on:  bedef. 
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The  ingenuity  behind  the  alteration  of  B.M.C.  No.  1  lies  in  its  extreme  simplicity. 
The  “d”  in  Rodbet  has  been  altered  to  “n”  and  the  colon  after  the  “t”  altered  to  “f” 
and  that  is  all.  Rodbert  is  of  course  quite  a  common  name  at  this  period  but  I  know  of 
no  other  instance  of  the  reading  rodbet.  The  coin  is  of  the  distinctive  variety,  late  in 
the  issue  of  Type  1,  which  omits  any  inner  circle  and  which  has  the  very  rare  feature 
of  a  large  annulat  on  the  King’s  shoulder.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  say  from  which 
mint  (PLondon)  it  may  have  been  issued. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  article,  however,  the  fact  that  B.M.C.  No.  1  was  in  the 
Tyssen  Sale  of  1802  (in  which  it  was  in  Lot  1128)  is  all  important  since  it  proves  that 
this  particular  skilled  operator  was  at  work  as  far  back  as  the  i8th  century  in  what  must 
have  been  the  golden  age  of  fraudulent  numismatic  activity. 

Writing  in  the  Bulletin  for  June  1974  (pp.  191-2)  Mr.  Blunt  discusses  a  “Sovereign” 
Type  penny  of  Edward  the  Confessor  of  the  mint  of  Salisbury  on  which  the  last  two, 
or  at  most  three,  letters  of  the  mint  name  have  been  altered  to  change  the  reading  from 
^  what  in  all  probability  was  searbir  (which  would  be  quite  normal)  to  searrvm. 
f  The  coin  is  from  the  same  obv.  die  as  B.M.C.  1192  but  is  from  a  different  rev.  die 
and  one  which,  apparently,  is  not  yet  known  in  its  unaltered  state.  However,  as  Mr. 
Blunt  points  out,  searrvm  is  virtually  an  impossible  form  of  the  mint  signature  at  that 
period.  So  much  so  in  fact  that,  as  Mr.  Blunt  mentions,  Ruding  was  suspicious  of  it 
and  assumed  it  to  be  another  example  of  the  handiwork  of  the  notorious  John  White 
who  was  at  his  most  active  in  the  second  half  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Mr.  Blunt 
adduces  most  convincing  evidence  in  support  of  Ruding’s  doubts  and  it  must  be  a 
near  certainty  that  both  these  two  coins  of  Stephen  are  also  products  of  John  White’s 
nefarious  activities. 

PROFILE:  LEONARD  CHARLES  WYON  (1826-91) 

Leonard  Charles  Wyon  and  his  father,  William  Wyon  (1795-1851),  were  members 
of  a  large  family  of  designers,  die-engravers  and  medallists  whose  works  covered  a 
period  extending  from  before  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  (Peter  George 
Wyon  1710-44)  to  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century  (Allan  Gairdner  Wyon 
b.  1882). 

Leonard  Wyon  studied  the  art  of  die-engraving  under  his  father,  and  in  his  six¬ 
teenth  year  made  various  medals  as  studies  (some  of  which  are  in  the  British  Museum) 
In  1843  at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  a  portrait  medal¬ 
lion  commemorating  “The  Late  James  Watt,  Esq.”  (Number  1346  in  the  R.A. 
Catalogue),  and  in  the  same  year  on  Merlen’s  retirement,  became  Second  Engraver 
to  the  Royal  Mint.  He  continued  to  exhibit  medals  at  the  Royal  Academy  annually, 
)  the  most  notable  being  those,  “to  commemorate  the  visit  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia 
to  England”,  1845  (R.A.  Cat.  No.  1297);  a  portrait  medallion  of  Thorwaldson,  1845 
(R.A.  Cat.  No.  1299);  Professor  Faraday,  1846  (R.A.  Cat.  No.  988),  and  for  the  Art 
Union  of  London,  a  medallion  of  Thomas  Stothard,  1846  (R.A.  Cat.  No.  1367). 

In  February  1851  Willian  Wyon  died.  As  a  direct  consequence  L.  C.  Wyon  was 
offered  and  accepted  the  position  William  Wyon  had  held,  that  being  Chief  Engraver 
to  the  Royal  Mint,  an  office  for  which  the  previous  eight  years  had  provided  sound 
experience.  Possibly  the  increased  amount  of  work  involved  in  executing  dies  for  the 
various  British  Military  and  Naval  Medals,  and  the  designing  of  dies  for  many  coins 
of  the  British  Empire  contributed  to  a  general  decrease  of  pieces  exhibited  at  the 
Royal  Academy  around  1862. 

In  1860  when  the  British  Government  decided  to  replace  the  Imperial  copper 
currency  by  bronze  money,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  “to  extend  the  enact¬ 
ments  relating  to  the  copper  coin  to  coin  of  mixed  metal”,  and  for  this  new  coinage 
L.  C.  Wyon  was  asked  to  prepare  designs.  Queen  Victoria  took  a  keen  interest  in  the 
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production  of  the  new  coinage,  this  included  several  sittings  during  which  L.  C. 
Wyon  modelled  numerous  portrait  busts,  one  of  which  was  finally  accepted  by  the 
Queen  and  thus,  in  August  1 860,  the  first  British  Imperial  bronze  coin  was  struck  at 
the  Royal  Mint  for  currency.  Subsequently,  “In  the  year  1861  several  proof  halfpence 
dated  1861,  were  struck  in  nickel  in  the  Royal  Mint,  but  they  did  not  bear  either  the 
artist’s  name  or  his  initials.”  (Forrer,  Volume  VI,  page  594). 

In  1887  L.  C.  Wyon  engraved  the  die  for  the  obverse  of  the  Jubilee  Imperial  Gold 
and  Silver  coinage  from  a  model  prepared  from  life  by  Sir  Joachim  Edgar  Boehm, 
Bart,  R.A.  The  realism  of  the  portrait  met  with  general  disapproval,  but  was  not 
replaced  until  1893  (by  the  ‘Old  Head’  issue  designed  by  Sir  Thomas  Brock,  K.C.B., 
R.A.). 

L.  C.  Wyon  was  directly  or  indirectly  responsible  for  much  of  the  coinage  used 
throughout  the  British  Empire.  Where  a  coin  was  not  of  his  own  design  he  was 
closely  associated  with  its  origin  either  working  from  other  artists’  models  (as  in  the 
case  of  the  Sydney  Mint  sovereign  designed  by  Sir  J.  E.  Boehm,  Bart.  R.A.),  or  from 
drawings  submitted  to  him  by  various  overseas  Governments,  (See  Reverse,  nickel 
coinage,  Jamaica,  c.  1869-1900). 

In  1891  L.  C.  Wyon  died  having  spent  nearly  fifty  years  of  his  life  not  only 
designing,  but  also  supervising  the  technical  aspects  and  machine  production  of  many 
numismatic  items.  His  talents  in  these  respects  range  from  commemorative,  prize 
and  “official”  medallions,  (both  domestic  and  foreign),  to  a  large  proportion  of  the 
denominations  used  throughout  the  Empire  as  far  away  as  Australia  and  as  close  as 
Jersey.  One  of  the  finest  examples  of  his  work  appears  on  the  front  cover  (GM  316). 

BOOK  REVIEW 

Roman  Republican  Coinage,  by  Michael  H.  Crawford.  2  vols.,  919  pages,  74  plates. 
Cambridge,  1974.  Price  £ 35.00 

It  is  almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Sydenham's  definitive  work  on  the 
coinage  of  the  Roman  Republic  was  published.  This  book  has  been  held  in  great  esteem  by 
collectors  and  scholars,  and  since  going  out  of  print  has  been  fetching  remarkable  prices  at 
auction.  But  there  has  always  been  the  suspicion  that  Sydenham’s  chronology,  especially  for  the 
date  of  the  introduction  of  the  Denarius,  was  open  to  serious  doubt.  Michael  Crawford  has 
taken  upon  himself  the  daunting  task  of  completely  re-interpreting  the  evidence  for  the  change¬ 
over  from  Didrachm  to  Denarius,  and  producing  a  masterly  work  which,  in  every  respect, 
deserves  to  be  considered  as  the  successor  to  Sydenham’s  treatise. 

The  work  is  divided  into  two  volumes.  The  first  describes  in  detail  the  actual  coin  types, 
numbered  1-550.  It  also  includes  the  Introduction,  with  tables  of  the  sequence  of  issues  from 
280-31  B.C.,  overstrikes  and  control-marks.  The  second  volume  is  devoted  to  detailed  studies  of 
various  aspects  of  the  coinage — Technique  and  Technology,  Weight  Standards,  Monetary 
Magistrates,  Special  Formulae,  Administration  and  Control,  Units  of  Reckoning,  Coinage  and 
Finance,  Careers  of  the  Moneyers,  Types  and  Legends,  Art  and  Coinage — a  most  comprehen¬ 
sive  survey  of  the  entire  subject.  It  also  includes  the  excellent  plates  of  illustrations  which,  unlike 
Sydenham’s  work,  cover  the  bronze  issues  as  thoroughly  as  the  precious  metal  coins.  There  is  a 
very  full  bibliography,  tables  of  concordance  with  Sydenham  and  Babelon,  and  copious  indices. 

Instead  of  the  rather  unsatisfactory  rarity  ratings  of  earlier  works,  a  most  praiseworthy 
attempt  is  made  to  establish  the  actual  size  of  each  issue.  In  the  case  of  precious  metal  types  Mr 
Crawford  has  tried  to  compute  the  number  of  dies  used,  and  taking  the  estimated  average 
production  of  coins  at  approximately  30,000  pieces  per  obverse  die,  it  is  possible  to  arrive  at  a 
reasonably  accurate  minting  figure  for  each  type.  This  is  hardly  possible  in  the  case  of  the  struck 
bronze  coinage,  due  to  the  very  low  average  state  of  preservation  of  surviving  specimens,  so  the 
author  has,  in  their  case,  merely  recorded  the  number  of  pieces  present  in  the  highly  compre¬ 
hensive  Paris  collection. 

On  the  problematical  topic  of  the  early  chronology,  Mr.  Crawford  puts  back  by  almost  a 
quarter  of  a  century  Sydenham’s  proposed  date  for  the  first  introduction  of  the  silver  Denarius 
(187  B.C.).  In  re-assigning  the  earliest  issues  to  the  period  211-208  B.C.,  he  maintains  that  the 
‘anonymous’  Denarii  (without  symbols)  and  certain  types  with  symbols  and  letters  are  actually 
contemporary,  and  correspond  with  the  introduction  of  the  struck  bronze  coinage  of  the  sextantal 
standard.  That  enigmatic  denomination,  the  silver  Victoriatus,  is  now  seen  as  part  of  the  same 
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system,  not  a  predecessor  of  the  Denarius:  unlike  the  Roman  Didrachm,  the  Denarius  stood  in 
no  convenient  relationship  to  the  coinages  of  Magna  Graecia,  so  the  Victoriatus,  the  exact 
equivalent  of  the  Greek  Drachm,  was  introduced  to  fill  this  need.  The  earliest  silver  Quinarii 
and  Sestertii  also  belong  to  this  first  Denarius/Victoriatus  coinage,  as  do  the  anonymous  gold 
of  the  Mars/eagle  series.  In  addition  to  the  mint  of  Rome,  the  early  Denarii  and  Victoriati  were 
also  produced  at  mints  in  Central  Italy,  Sardinia,  Sicily,  south-eastern  Italy,  etc.,  and  the  whole 
issue  must  now  be  viewed  in  the  historical  context  of  the  life-and-death  struggle  with  Hannibal. 
This  initial  burst  of  activity  in  the  production  of  the  new  coinage  ceased  in  about  208  B.c.,  by 
which  time  Rome  had  regained  firm  control  of  Italy  and  there  was  no  longer  any  need  for  the 
local  production  of  money. 

At  £35  many  collectors,  even  those  specializing  in  the  Roman  Republican  series,  may  feel 
that  this  book  is  beyond  their  pocket.  Nevertheless,  I  would  say  that  Mr.  Crawford’s  work  is  of 
such  paramount  importance  in  its  field  that  it  should  not  be  rejected  simply  on  grounds  of 
economy.  After  all,  second-hand  copies  of  Sydenham,  which  is  now  rendered  obsolete  by 
Crawford,  have  been  fetching  very  much  more  than  this  price  in  recent  months.  I  would 
strongly  advise  collectors  to  try  and  acquire  a  copy  of  this  work  for  their  libraries,  even  at  the 
cost  of  adding  one  or  two  fewer  coins  to  their  collections. — David  R.  Sear.

Daniel  Mendoza — Pugilist.  In  addition  to  the  tokens  depicting  Mendoza,  some  of  which 
Mr.  A.  F.  Amann  describes,  there  is  an  indirect  connection  between  the  famous  boxer  and  the 
medals  that  are  associated  with  the  protests  of  1809  against  the  raised  prices  at  the  Theatre 
Royal,  Covent  Garden.  These  feature  satirical  busts  of  John  Philip  Kemble,  the  theatre’s 
proprietor,  and  the  initials  O.P.  (  =  “01d  Prices”,  the  cry  of  the  protesters).  Kemble  engaged 
Mendoza  and  other  pugilists  to  intimidate  the  O.P.s,  as  the  advocates  for  price  control  became 
known,  and  it  appears  from  an  account  of  the  events  published  in  1810  (Thomas  Tegg,  The 
Rise ,  Progress ,  and  Termination  of  the  O.P.  War,  in  poetic  epistles  .  .  .,  (published  Thomas  Tegg, 
111  Chcapside))  that  about  300  products  of  Mendoza’s  training  school,  which  Mr.  Amann 
mentions,  were  used  on  one  occasion.  Like  Mendoza  his  scholars  in  the  science  of  boxing  were 
Jewish,  which  stopped  an  amount  of  anti-Jewish  insults.  Unfortunately,  their  employment  at 
the  Theatre  Royal  made  them  most  unpopular. — Christopher  Brunel. 

An  Early  Noah’s  Ark.  Further  to  the  interesting  article  by  Mr.  Mcrson  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  Bulletin ,  regarding  the  coin  of  Apamea  bearing  the  type  of  Noah’s  Ark,  I  would  like  to 
add  a  few  extra  words  about  this  most  fascinating,  almost,  of  all  coins.  It  belongs  of  course  to 
the  “Greek  Imperial  Series”,  with  the  head  of  the  Roman  Emperor  on  the  obverse,  and  on  the 
reverse  generally  some  religious,  iconographic  picture  or  statue  that  was  well  known  to  many 
people  because  of  its  popularity  in  the  area.  The  picture  on  this  coin  of  Noah’s  Ark  with  Noah 
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and  his  wife  indicates  that  there  was  almost  certainly  a  picture  of  this  kind  in  the  city  of  Apamea 
or  in  the  vicinity.  There  are  other  similar  types  with  copies  of  what  must  be  pagan  pictures,  as 
well  of  course  as  the  statuary. 

What  was  the  influence  that  produced  Noah’s  Ark  here?  It  seems  so  improbable.  Obviously  it 
couldn’t  be  Jewish  because  their  almost  fanatical  religious  objection  to  the  portrayal  of  any 
human  figures  would  prohibit  it.  It  must  therefore  be  certainly  Christian  of  some  kind.  But  what 
form  of  Christianity  existed  in  this  city  and  area  of  this  extremely  early  date  ?  I  am  indebted  to 
the  Archdeacon  of  Oxford  for  the  suggestion  that  the  peaked  hood  or  head-dress  worn  by  the 
Armenian  priesthood  is  symbolical  of  Mount  Ararat  on  which  the  ark  landed  when  the  flood 
subsided.  Actually  the  name  “Ararat”  seems  to  have  been  used  to  designate  a  mountainous 
area,  probably  to  the  east  of  Apamea,  rather  than  a  single  peak.  If  so,  this  would  occasion  the 
design  to  appear  on  the  coins.  But  it  would  also  suggest  the  existence  of  a  branch  of  the  Armenian 
Church  at  this  very  early  period.  Perhaps  the  Armenians,  who  wrere  not  far  away  from  this  part 
of  the  world,  claimed  their  origin  somewhere  near  here,  and  so  the  picture  came  to  exist  in  the 
town  or  near  it,  and  so  to  be  venerated.  But  still,  in  a  world  that  seems  to  be  totally  pagan,  there 
is  much  yet  to  explain  about  this.  The  word  nQe  would  of  course  be  the  name  of  Noah  as  it 
appears  in  the  Septuagint. 

A  very  fine  specimen  of  this  reverse  type  from  the  British  Museum  is  illustrated  on  page  87 
of  my  book  Quinquagesimo  Anno.  My  own  specimen  is  of  Trebonianus  Gallus.  Any  further 
information  that  anyone  has  on  this  subject  would  be  greatly  appreciated.

Olympic  coins  strike.  The  Olympic  Games  in  Montreal  have  hit  fresh  trouble.  As  a  new 
series  of  silver  Olympic  coins  was  launched  in  London  to  pay  for  the  games,  in  Montreal 
striking  workers  at  the  Canadian  mint  refused  to  release  the  coins  for  sale.  The  mint  has  been 
closed  by  strike  action  since  January  9,  and  Andre  Morin,  European  director  of  the  Canadian 
Olympic  coin  programme,  admitted  yesterday  that  there  was  no  sign  of  an  early  peace. 

Not  only  are  the  new  third  series  of  coins  not  being  minted  but  those  already  struck  are 
locked  up  in  the  mint  and  the  strikers  are  refusing  to  allow  access.  So  far  the  Canadians  have 
sold  £37  million  of  the  coins  world-wide,  giving  them  a  profit  of  £12 j  million.  But  world 
economic  problems  have  forced  them  to  drop  their  original  target  profit  by  £30  million.  The 
coins  had  been  planned  to  raise  more  than  half  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  Games,  now  they  cannot 
raise  much  more  than  a  quarter.  Only  last  week,  the  International  Olympic  Committee  was 
given  a  revised  capital  cost  for  the  Games  of  £260  million,  nearly  double  the  original  estimate, 
and  television  fees,  ticket  sales,  the  Olympic  lottery  and  the  silver  coins  will  raise  a  maximum 
of  £180  million.  The  rest  has  been  guaranteed  by  the  Quebec  Government  but  now  there  is  a 
suggestion  that  legislation  will  be  passed  to  extend  the  lottery  until  1978  and  the  coin  programme 
by  another  year. — The  Star,  1st  March,  1975. 

Gold  Salvaged  from  1622  Shipwreck.  Treasure  worth  more  than  £2,500,000  will  be 
divided  today  between  the  State  of  Florida  and  Armada  Research  Inc.,  a  private  salvage  company 
whose  divers  retrieved  it  from  the  sea  near  Marquesas  Keys,  west  of  Key  West.  The  treasure, 
including  three  331b.  silver  bars,  dozens  of  gold  and  silver  coins,  gold  chains  and  other  jewellery, 
cannon  balls,  is  thought  to  have  come  from  the  wreck  of  a  Spanish  ship,  La  Nuestra  Senora  de 
Atoche,  which  sank  in  1622. — The  Daily  Telegraph,  3rd  March,  1975. 

£50  Gold  Piece.  A  $100  (£50)  Jamaican  gold  coin  which  will  be  legal  tender  in  Jamaica  is 
to  be  issued  by  the  Bank  of  Jamaica  this  year. — The  Daily  Telegraph,  8th  March,  1975. 

Anglo-Saxon  coins  not  ‘treasure  trove*.  Two  silver  Anglo-Saxon  coins  discovered  near 
an  ancient  monument  at  Combe  Gibbet  by  sightseers  were  not  treasure  trove  an  inquest  jury 
decided  at  Newbury  on  Tuesday. 

The  two  coins  dating  back  to  the  eighth  century  were  found  in  a  car  park  near  Walbury  Hill, 
an  ancient  Anglo-Saxon  fort,  at  Combe  Gibbet.  They  were  found  by  two  different  people  at 
different  times  and  yet  were  discovered  relatively  close  to  each  other. 

The  coins  were  Anglo-Saxon  “sceattas”  said  Mr.  David  Metcalf  of  the  Ashmolean  Museurm 
Oxford.  One  had  been  made  between  a.d.  725-750  by  a  process  similar  to  that  used  today,  two 
dies  being  impressed  onto  both  sides  of  a  metal  disc.  The  other  coin,  found  by  Mr.  Turtin  in 
1972,  would  have  been  minted  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  eighth  century,  said  Mr.  Metcalf. 
Its  two  sides  depicted  Christianity  and  paganism.  It  is  believed  both  finders  will  be  giving  the 
coins  to  museums  in  Hampshire  and  Oxford. — Berkshire  Mercury,  13th  March,  1975. 

Cardiff  Hoard  Unearthed  by  Mechanical  Shovel.  Plant  driver  Danny  Lynch 
uncovered  a  hoard  of  1,500  Roman  coins  at  a  building  site  near  Llanedeyrn,  Cardiff,  yesterday. 
The  coins  were  in  a  pottery  jar  which  was  cracked  open  as  it  was  unearthed  by  a  mechanical 
shovel.  The  coins  were  handed  to  the  police,  and  are  being  examined  at  the  National  Museum 
of  Wales.  The  senior  assistant  keeper  of  archaeology  at  the  museum,  Mr.  George  Boon, 
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examined  the  first  51  coins  handed  in.  “It  is  a  particularly  interesting  find  because  it  is  close  to 
a  similar  one  unearthed  in  1892,  and  it  does  seem  there  was  some  sort  of  small  Roman  settlement 
in  that  area,”  he  said.  “The  coins  I  examined  were  from  the  period  a.d.  270-275.  They  started 
out  as  silver  coins  but  were  more  and  more  debased  as  time  went  by  and  the  coins  are  representa¬ 
tive  of  this  type. — Western  Mail ,  14th  March,  1975.

SOME  MAY  NUMISMATIC  MEETINGS 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  March  25th,  Mr. 
Noel  Woolf  read  a  paper  entitled  “Touch-Pieces  and  the 
Kings  Evil”.  The  speaker  first  referred  to  the  previous 
work  on  the  subject  by  Miss  Farquhar,  from  the  numis¬ 
matic,  and  Dr.  Crawford,  from  the  medical  aspects.  It 
was  believed  that  the  disease  known  as  the  Kings  Evil, 
or  scrofula,  now  known  to  be  a  tuberculous  disease  of  the 
lymphatic  glands  could  be  cured  by  the  touch  of  a  king. 
King  Edward  the  Confessor  was  known  to  have  touched 
in  England  and  France,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  any 
other  king  in  England  had  touched  before  Edward  I. 
From  his  time  until  that  of  Edward  IV,  alms  were  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  ceremony,  about  a  days  wages.  During  the 
reign  of  Edward  IV,a  new  gold  coin, the  angel  was  issued; 
this  was  used  for  presentation  at  rhe  touching  ceremony. 
The  angel,  after  being  pierced  for  suspension,  was  used 
for  this  purpose  up  to  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  In  his  reign, 
tickets  of  admission  in  base  metal  were  issued  for  the 
ceremony.  Following  the  restoration  of  Charles  II,  a 
special  gold  piece  was  issued  for  presentation  by  the 
King,  similar  in  design  to  the  angel,  but  smaller.  It  was 
always  pierced.  After  the  death  of  Charles  II  in  1685, 
James  II  continued  the  use  of  gold  touch-pieces  until  he 
left  England  in  1688.  He  then  continued  the  ceremony 
in  France,  using  silver  pieces.  The  use  of  these  silver 
touch-pieces  was  continued  by  the  three  Stuart  Pre¬ 
tenders,  “James  III”,  “Charles  III”,  and  “Henry  IX” 
William  and  Mary  did  not  touch  for  the  Kings  Evil,  but 
Anne  was  advised  to  continue  the  ceremony,  and  she  was 
the  last  monarch  who  did  so.  Mr.  Woolf  showed  a  series 
of  slides  of  touch-pieces,  paying  particular  attention  to 
the  silver  pieces  of  “James  III”.  He  concluded  by  stating 
that  further  work  needed  to  be  done  on  the  later  pieces.
